Cantonese Not to Blame 
At Nanking, Says American 



(Tie American Appeal is indebted to The Nation, liberal New 
York publication, for tbe following version of the affair at Nanking, 
China, wfeicb seems, as this- is being written, dangerously close to 
plunging tba world into war. ' The following report of an American 
investigator brings out startlingly the fact that the ultimatum of 
the five leading irnperialist powers to China over the Nanking af- 
fair, which may result in world-wide war, is baaed largely upon 
war propaganda, exaggerations and misrepresentations.) 

NEW YORK— The only American kilted at Nanking J. E. Williams.

Is America Still in 
The Dark Ages? 

Incredible corruption connected with the failure of the Indiana state 
senate to impeach Circuit Judge Dearth of Muncie throws a startling light 
on the widespread Ku Klux Klan movement, the appalling ignorance of 
democracy among the American people, the far-reaching spirit of bigotry. 
U « less nesi and violence, and the incredible corruption of politicians and 
public officials. 

What aa» happened ia Indiana has happened more or lesa. or can happen 
m the many statea where this monstrous mob movement gained power or 
influence. 

Judge Clarence W. Dearth of Muncie has been found not guilty on the 
•rticlea of impeachment by the Indiana senate. Conviction required a two- 
thirds vote. On all but two of the articles a majority of the senators Voted 
guilty. It ia conceded that the Indiana Klan- wa* one of the factors which 
saved the judge. The Republican organization in the state was another. 

Judge Dearth had no answer, among other charges), for a method of 
picking juries ia his court which packed them with drys. He got the jurors 
he wanted by appointing as jury commissioner a man who was in his 
Methodist Sunday school class, but who was admittedly not qualified legally 
for the office. There wa« also in the proceedings the record of Dearth's 
fight with a newspaper in which the judge went to extremes of coercion. 

Indiana has been one of the American states distinguishing itself by 
organised terrorism of opinion and conduct under the inspiration of masked 
gangsters. The Klan had a criminal,' Stephenson, for a leader, and he is 
now in the penitentiary. The drys had a leader. Shu maker, who tried to 
iatimidate the Supreme court and he ia row trying to keep himself from 
punishment for contempt. 

The Klan is a creation of primitives with elements of voodooism. at* 
tractive to corrupt leadership and to the constituents of primitive life, super-, 
stition, Maaked .violence, accretive Imbecilities, and terrorism ia the name 
of high principles. 

And no it came about that American citizens in Indiana were judged by 
their religion, condemned because of their race, illegally punished because 
of their opinions, hounded because of their personal conduct, and a state of 
terror was substituted for a state of law. Intolerance took the place of 
Indiana amiability and good nature. Suspicion, timidity, and violence came 
into neighborhoods which had been getting along without distrust or mean 
exhibitions of character. In some localities: a person had to consider that 
if he avowed his religion it might ruin him. 

The Ku Klux Klan movement la Indiana and a score of other states 
>>hows that the understanding and the spirit of democracy have broken down 
among a dangerously large section of the American people. It has broken 
down because it has no material basis in the present industrial system, which 
Is essentially autocratic in its nature and consists in the despotic rule of a 
"mall class of powerful private owners. We have tried to live the sham of 
political democracy and industrial autocracy until the majority of the peop.'e 
have lost all comprehension of democracy. '

and increased the illegibility 55 per 
cent. 

Repetition of the alcoholic dose was 
found to make the toxic influence 
more prominent. This, the author be- 
lieves, suggots that the alcohol ef- 
fect usually found in the laboratory 
is probably n*>t so large as exists out- 
side the laboratory. 

•These fact> are very important for 
labor, if labor wants to hold what it 
ha.« got. It is now understood by labor 
as well as employers and recently 
well stated by William tircen that 
wages, especially real wages, are 
dependent on productivity. 

In the long run we all get more 
food, shoes, .clothes, shelter, amuse- 
ments and so on if we produce more 
of these things.

After giving SO grams of alcohol 
per day, equivalent to 8 glasses of 
beer, to an individual for 12 success- 
ive days, the working capacity of that 
individual's mind was lessened by 
from 25 tn 40 per rent. 

The influence of alcohol oh type- 
writing efficiency and simpler related 
acts was tested by Dr. Walter R. 
Miles of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington.

In 192.1. the United States Coal

Ontario State-Owned Power 
Smashes All Past Records 



TORONTO, Canada.— Although the 
great publicly-owned power system 
covering the province of Ontario, 
Canada, sold electricity to the people 
AT THE LOWEST PRICE IN THE 
WORLD during the fiscal year just 
ended, it closed tho year with a net 
surplus of $&6 > 5,413.34, after provid- 
ing for all expenses and necessary 
fixed charges, says the annual re- 
port of the Hydro- Electric Power 
Commission, presented in the legis 
lature last week. 

The report also show* that the 
province and cooperating municipal- 
ities havo an investment in power 
undertakings ami hydro railways 
totaling $203.442.?69.99. There was 
an Increase of 100,000 horsepower in 
the generating capacity of the com- 
mission's plants over 1925, which en- 
abled the commission to provide for 
all power demands and to increase 
tho efficiency of tho service. 

When the report was considered in 
the legislature *1.*'R. Cooke, govern- 
ment' member of the commission, an- 
nounced an Immediate rtbate of 20
